To some extent, the effectives 
lost through casualties are re- 
placed by the return to duty of 
wounded men.

NewPension 
To Aid 2,500 
Georgians 


Upwards of 2,500 World War I! 
widows in Georgia will be entitled 
to government benefits under leg- 
islation passed by congress this 
week and now awaiting President 
Roosevelt’s signature. 

That is the estimate of C. Ar- 
thur Cheatham, director of the 
State Veterans’ Service Office; 
who was in Washington last week 
in the interest of the new law. 

Designed to aid both widows 

and orphans of servicemen wh o 
participated in World War I, the 
act provides a $35-per-month pen- 
sion for an un-remarried widow 
so long as her income does not 
exceed $1,000 annually. 
A widow with children will re- 
ceive $45.4 month and $5 for each 
child so long as her income does 
not exceed $2,500 a year. 

Also, benefits have been pro- 
vided for veterans’ children, both 
of whose parents are dead. 

As soon. as President Roosevelt 
signs the bill, Cheatham pointed 
out, those who ualify for bene- 
fits should file their claims with 
the Veterans’ Administration, the 
State Veterans’ Service Office in 
the capitol building or with one of 
the office’s 10 division offices. 
These offices are situated in Sa- 
vannah, Waycross, Valdosta, Al- 
bany, Columbus, Macon, Augusta, 
Athens, Gainesville and Rome. 

According to Cheatham, the new 
law will give “security” to many 
widows and orphans who previous- 
ly have been denied pensions.

ernment. These Nazis are very of- 
fensive and well-nigh unbearable, 
the prisoners told me,” he con- 
cluded. 

Other than the demand that 
they not be forced to associate 
with the German prisoners, the in- 
mates complained against the lack 
of religious ‘counsel and medical 
attention, and said that they were 
paid a lower wage' scale for pxison ' 
labor than nonsegregated inmates, 
that they were denied the privi- 
lege of communicating with the 
outside world in legal matters, 
that they were not given enough 
recreational activities, and that 
they objected strenuously to being 
quartered with Negroes. 

Commenting at his Washington 
press conference, Attorney Gen- 


oners, “was one of the most vicious 
groups in any of our prisons.” He 
said he shared the opinion with 
Bennett that the primary purpose 
of the revolt was to encourage a 
general rebellion among the 2,004 
prisoners. 

“This could have resulted, if it 
had been successful, in the burn- 
ing of buildings, loss of life and 
generally would have created a 
very dangerous situation. How- 
ever, the other prisoners refused to 
take part in the affair.

Egg Quota 
Worry Over 


As Nazis Go 


By MORLEY CASSIDY. 


WITH AN AMERICAN DIVI- 
SION IN BRUMATH, Alsace, Dec. 
7.—(NANA)—Even the chickens 
of Alsace have a right to feel joy- 
ful today in their liberation from 
Nazi e. Farmers in this little 
market town told me why. 

Under the German rule of the 


last four years police officials kept 


a rigid account of every head of 
livestock in every back yard and 
on every farm, and the farmer 
who reported he had 30 chickens 
and later was found to have 32 
got up to three months in jail. 

But the red tape of officialdom 
only started there, for every hen 
was required to lay 60 eggs a year 
and the farmers were held ac- 
countable for delivering the rroper 
number. If the old red hen laid 
only 54, the farmer had to buy 
six to make up the quota, or face 
severe questioning. And, worst of 
all, the quota for 1945 had been 
stepped up to 70 eggs. 

A gray-mustached, pink-cheeked 
farmer who told me about this or- 
der had a look of relief in his eyes. 
“Those chickéns of mine just could 
not have made it,” he said. 

Allied army officials who have 
been talking to Alsatian people in 
this: area find fantastic evidence 
of German bureaucracy at work. 
One farmer produced a standard 
German form which was required 
every time a cow or sow was to 
be serviced, and explained another 
paper later which required the 
proper. time for reporting the birth 
of a calf or a litter of pigs. 

“The Germans were always so 
Much for papers,” said the farmer 
with a weary sigh.

up high school out in Arizona. 

With the aid of a journalistic ghost he has written for the Sat- 

urday Evening Post how it seemed like to him to come back ‘to 
high school and the company of his generation, 

It seemed pretty bad. 

To a fellow who bashed in the skulls of a few 
at least one and killed many more, the close comradeship of the 
Raiders and the eternal nearness to death, the adolescent chatter 
of his schoolmates was irritating. So were their interests. 
were the teachers, two-thirds of them. ‘ 

A hero of Guadalcanal, battle-blooded at 17, it annoyed him to 
ag — oo Cullen Bryant’s poems assigned him for study. 

e quotes it: 


“Merrily swinging on brier and weed, 
Near to the nest of his little dame, 
Over the mountainside or mead, 
Robert of Lincoln is telling his name; 
Bob-o’-link, bob-o’-link, 
Spink, spank, spink; 
Safe and enug is that nest of ours, 
Hidden among the summer flowers, 
Chee, chee, chee.” 


Now, the poetry of William Cullen Bryant fails to please a great 
many people. It irritated the Marine “because his memory of a 
mountain was days and nights spent in rain and mud, crawling 
through jungle slopes to attack a Japanese gun hidden in a moun- 
tain cave. e remembered the screaming Japanese, the rattli 
guns and the tortured lungs that fought for air. So, a verse abou 


a bird’s nest, snug and safe, annoyed him. 

. As I said, many persons have been left un- 
Cur riculum moved by the poems of William Cullen Bryant, 
and it is not strange Raider Merrell was untouched by them. There 
is no blood lust in them and nothing to make one forget a friend 
dying in one’s arm with hostile bullets cutting the leaves above. 
I could wish he had met with some other poet, but probably the 
reaction would have been the same. 

I find myself in agreement with him, however, as he continues 
in a denouncement of his high school education. “Why force the 
classical curriculum on all of us? Plain common sense says that 
many of us are not fitted for it and will not respond to it in high 
school or college or anywhere in life.” 

There will come a time, I think, when Raider Merrell would be 
happier if he had a poem inside his skull to do battle with the 
dragons of death and terror already there. A poem is stronger 
than he thinks. Nevertheless, I agree with him in his premise. 

He found two-thirds of his teachers to be sterile, frustrated per- 
sons who never once struck off a spark of imagination from his 
mind. He, very vital, and having but recently run the gantlet of 
émotions and experiences in which the peaks of exaltation, sacrifice, 
achievement, victory and death were met and passed, could not 
help but have, as he said, a sort of pity for most of those who sat 
before him, trying to teach him. 

He says quite frankly, through his ghost, that he believes the 
glands do something to some persons and makes of them the “physi- 
cal” type and that for them there is no need to din at their ears with 
poems and Latin and literature. He wants to learn things quickly, 
and well, as the Army and Navy demonstrated could be done. 


: Most of our colleges have been filled with 
Liberal Ar ts mediocrity in the classrooms, largely because 
of the necessary financial background., God knows most every 
teacher knows that two-thirds of his benches are filled with the 
“physical” type who will never want, or be able to use, anythin 
but a strong right arm and a strong back. I say this not at al 
critically. That is all many want. 

And all the while, in hundreds of senior classes, there are those 
whose minds thirst for knowledge of languages, sciences, the pro- 
fessions, and poems, and who cannot go to college because they 
haven’t the money. We do not have equality of opportunity in 
education. The colleges somehow must meet this problem. 

Raider Merrell, all honor to him, thought a lot of his officers. 
They lived with the men and Merrell treasures especially the long 
talks with them in which the officers “told him about things.” Ap- 
parently it never occurred to him that inside the heads of his offi- 
cers there jostled poems, books, and the things we refer to as “lib- 
eral arts.” 

At the top of every_nation, without exception, there must be 
leaders who have had this mental discipline, this knowledge of 
poems, languages, sciences and professions.

Be Jobs for These 


There came to my desk, a few days ago, the 
hae P November issue of The Georgia Vocational Re- 
é : habilitation News. A four-page folder, describ- 
ing in few words and a few pictures, what this state is doing in 
placing physically handicapped persons in jobs where they can. be 
‘not only independent and self-supporting, but where they can con- 
tribute valuable productive work for the nation in this, its hour of 
productive need. 

I gathered, from some in an editorial, that they don’t like that 
word “handicaps,” though. They prefer “disabilities.” Because, it 
seems, they have so overcome the original disability that it is no 
longer a handicap, when they find themselves in the right kind 
of job. 

There is something heart-warming and inspiring in the indi- 
vidual stories told. 

There is, for instance, the man who, with one leg gone, strove 
for years to eke out an existence for himself and his family on 
a small farm. Not very successfully. Then he was provided with 
a modern false leg to take the place of the wooden stump he had 
used and today he is earning good wages as a sheet metal worker 


in a war plant. 
: : There is a victim of arthritis. He was 
His Own Business trained in electrical repair work and 


now he owns and operates a profitable business. There is another 


a regular and valued employe in this line. , 

There is the youth with defective vision in one eye that used 
to bar him from a job. But he operates a rivet gun with the best 
in a war plant today. 

There is a young woman employed as a storekeeper at an air 
base, although she too was once classed as “disabled.” Daughter 
of a tenant farmér, she was born with defective vision. She gradu- 
ated from the Georgia Academy for the Blind in 1941. Through 
‘the help of friends she underwent an operation which gave her 
60 per cent vision. Today, trained, she is happy and a valuable 
employe at that air base. ; 

She is one of nearly 5,000 who have 
tated in Georgia, in the past two years, 


been vocationally rehabili- 


During the fiscal year ending last June 30, 
Great Record Georgia was second only, among all the states, 
to California in the number of handicapped persons rehabilitated. 
California had 3,111. Georgia had 2,771. This despite the far 
greater population that California boasts over Georgia. 

That is a great record, one of which we can all be proud. 

Undoubtedly, when the war is done, there will be a lessening 
- in the labor shortage that the demands of war has created in the 
past two years, 

Undoubtedly, when the wounded veterans of this war seek re 
turn to active, independent civilian life, there will be more of the 
partially disabled who will need special training and placing in 
the jobs they can do. 

There is nothing more vital than this in the many problems 
which we must solve if our way of life is to be stable and satis- 
factory in the years to come. 

And there are only a comparative few who are, or will be, so 
badly disabled they are fit for no job at all. 


An Exam le Quentin Reynolds, one of the best reporters of 

P the war America has produced, told a story, in 
one of his books, of a visit he paid to a rehabilitation hospital in 
England where British wounded were restored to wage-earning 
capacity. 

He told of walking through beautifully landscaped grounds of 
the place, with the head doctor.. They came upon a gardener work- 
ing over some beds of gorgeous flowers. ~ . “ 

“That gardener,” said the doctor, “is one of our patients. He 
begged so hard to stay, when we had completed his treatment and 
training, we found this gardening job for him. He is a gifted 
gardener, too. : 

“He wears an artificial leg. I'll ask him to run down the 
path, there, and I’ll bet you a shilling you can’t tell me which is 
the artificial leg.” 

The bet was made. The gardener ran. Reynolds confessed he 
could detect no difference in the two legs but, just to make the 
bet, he guesséd the left leg was false. 

The gardener, laughing, pulled up both trouser legs: Both legs 
were false.

Back-in the early fall, when our forces were running roughshod 
over the Germans in France, both President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill are said to have set a deadline of November 15 
for the énding of the war in Europe. 

Excellent sources of information are authority for the state 
ment that they arrived at this date after carefully consi 
best calculations of our military leaders. 

Reports of the kind have been kicking around restricted circles 
of Washi n for some time, but -heretofore they have been lack- 
ing in confirmation. Gen. M has now come forth with an 
article written for a special edition of the Army and Navy Journal 
which tends to offer corroboration. 

Editors of the service publication had asked the 
to write something for an edition to 
anniversary of Pearl Harbor, December 7.

The statement was complicated 
and obscure, resembling some of 
Felix Frankfurter’s supreme court 
opinions, and most of our editors 
carelessly jumped te a conclusion 
that it announced the dissolution, 
but careful study will show that 
it did not go that far. 

And, anyway, in. the light of 
past performances and many dec- 
larations of revolutionary intent 
against other trusting nations, I 
think that hope, the desire for mu- 
tual confidence and for peace in 
collaboration with Russia, defeats 
intelligence. 

Maurice Thorez, the leader of 
the conspiracy against the French 
republic, has recently been for- 
given and welcomed back to the 
country that he betrayed. He was 
a traitor and'a deserter from the 
army in the face of the Nazi ene- 
my. Communists in the French 
war plants slacked and sabotaged 
the job and units of the army in 
which Communists were numer- 
ous or predominant, refused to 
fight and deliberately spread con- 
fusion and defeatism in the most 
terrible hours of the Nazi invasion. 
At the same time, the Communists 
in the United States, operating in 
many guises, were similarly de- 
nouncing the war as an aggression 
of the British and French empires 
against the Nazis and the Fascists 
who, presumably, were peace-lov- 
ing victims of British and French 
aggression. Similarly, also, they 
were conducting strikes and other 
blockades of our war industries 
and picketing the White House in 
Washington. os 

In our country, like Thorez, of 
France, these people have been 
granted political amnesty, so to 
speak, since Hitler attacked Russia 
in June, 1941, at- which time, with- 
in 36 hours, all of them changed 
their opinion: of the imperialist. 
war and now demanded a total in- 
dustrial war effort sq that all help 
could be sped to Russia. They also 
set up a clarhor for open, all-out 
war against the Nazis who now 
became lawless aggressors. Since 
that time, President Roosevelt has 
extended gratuitous and wholly 
unnecessary courtesies to many of 
these individuals, 

Henry” Wallace has openly fra- 
ternized with some of them. Mrs. 
Roosevelt has treated them with a 
friendly consideration that has 
been consistently withheld from 
Americans of unquestionable: pa- 
triotism whose sons are fighting in 
every combat arm of the services, 
for the United States, because 
these Americans are skeptical of 
Russia and suspicious of Commun- 
ist penetration of our government.

Is Count Sforza Too Liberal? 


We—and by “we” I mean the 
Allied coalition—are in serious 
danger of winning the war in Eu- 
rope militarily, and losing it po- 
litically, by failing to read the 
signs of the times. 

We shall lose the war political- 
ty if the American-British-Russian 
coalition dissolves, and Europe is 
divided into two blocs, one orient- 
ed toward the Soviet Union, and 
the other toward Britain. Those 
two blocks would never be solid. 
In each there would be an opposi- 
tion léaning toward the other side. 
From the beginning there would 


-|be a struggle for power between 


these blocs, and eventually with- 
in these blocs. « 

Just as in France, our failure 
to recognize De Gaulle eventually 
strengthened him, so in other coun- 
tries, our:failure to recognize the 
genuinely popular forces may, and 
if continued will, result in exactly 
the outcome against which the 
present policy. apparently de- 
signed: the whole of Europe will 
look toward the Soviet Union and 
turn away from the Anglo-Ameri- 
can powers. 

The Italian situation is a case 
in point. 

In all European countries the 
most active opposition against 
Fascism has come from the left. 
Fortunately, for moderation, this 
is not exclusively so. A symbol 
of the other type of opposition has 
been Count Sforza, whbd can best 
be described as a patriot, an aris- 
tocrat, and a progressive conserva- 
tive. The workers are outright 
anti-Fascist; so are many middle 
class liberals, students and intel- 
lectuals. Most representative of 
them is,.perhaps, Benedetto Croce. 
Historically speaking their symbol 
is Mazzini, the greatest figure of 
the Italian risorgimento, who ad- 
vocated a Republican Italy in a 
federated, Christian, and semi-So- 
cialist Europe. 

There remains—in addition to

Russia gave Thorez asylum after 
he betrayed France and now that 
he has returned under amnesty 
from Gen. De Gaulle, whos in turn, 
makes a pilgrimage to Moscow, 
Thorez holds a Communist mass- 
meeting at which he demands a 
Communist government for 
France, 

If France were consistent, 
Thorez would be tried, convicted 
and shot for his treachery which 
was far more effective, deliberate 
and costly to all his fellow coun- 
trymen than the collaboration of 
wretched women who slept with 
German soldiers during the occu- 
pation or French industrial men 
who collaborated with the Nazis 
at gun-point. Even those French 
men and women, boys and girls, 
who denounced members of the 
underground and sent them to the 
firing squads were less guilty in 
the effect of their treachery than 
Thorez was. They condemned in- 
dividuals. Thorez directed a party, 
a movement whose purpose was to 
take France out af the war 
through defeat. 

These are developments of this 
war too recent for denial, and 
those Americans who believe we 
can co-operate in good faith with 
Russia must deal wih them in jus- 
tifying their conclusion and their 
hope. 

They must justify, too, Russia’s 
participation, from the east, in the 
German attack on Poland which 
started the war, for, as will be re- 


ed from the west, Russia invaded 
in pace from the east until the t 7o 
armies met at a prearranged line 
of partition and camped on toler: 
ant, if mutually suspicious terms. 
And, one historical step further 
back, it was an agreement be- 
tween Communist Russia and Nazi 
Germany which touched off the 
war only nine days later. 

It is well to pray and to hope 
that we may. exist and co-operate 
to win and maintain the peace of 
the world in good faith with Rus- 
sia. But it is quite another thing 
to insist in the face of the record 
that this is possible and I wish I 
could set my feet on such ground.

portunity. This group was espe- 
cially to be found among high of- 
ficers, the aristocracy (including 
Britons and Americans who had 
married into it), big landowners, 
and most of finance and industry, 
in so far as the latter were not 
outright Fascist backers. 


The question is whether the new 
Italy is to be created out of these 
opportunist and basically reaction- 
ary circles, or out of genuine anti- 
Fascists. 


As far as we can see, the pop- 
ular trend is toward real anti-Fas- 
cism. That will be certainly true 
when northern, industrial Italy is 
free of the Germans. ‘ere is no 
doubt, at least in my mind, that 
if there were no armies of occu- 
spation in Italy at this moment, the 
following things would happen: 
The monarchy would fall, and a 
parliamentary republic take its 
place. A government representing 
a coalition of the middle classes 
and labor would institute a semi- 
Socialist Italy, The bureaucracy, 
army, police, and universities 
would undergo a thorough purge. 

And it is difficult to see why 
this sort of development should 
be opposed by the British and 
Americans. It is the surest, and, 
in my opinion, the only bulwark 
against radical Communism and 
bloody civil war. 


Now, the political meaning of 
the British ambassador’s veto of 
Count Sforza’s candidacy as prime 
minister or foreign minister is fhat 
no such development is to be al- 
lowed—at least not by the British. 
Instead Count Sforza is to be des- 
ignated as ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States—which would get him 
out of the Ttalian theater. I don’t 
think this solution is very bright 
of the British either, since Count 
Sforza has an enormous following 
among Americans of Italian origin, 
and has influential friends in the 
American press. Personal defa- 
ations of Count Sforza will get 
nowhere in this country where he 
is tco well known. 

The legitimate attempt of Brit- 
ain to extend her influence‘in Eu- 
rope is to be welcomed, provided 
that that attempt does not uphold 
a neo-Fascism on the backs of re- 
actionary opportunists. Whoever 
‘wants continual influence in Eu- 
rope must back the trends rising 
out of the masses of the European 
peoples, and not try to set the 
clock back. The greatest asset 
Britain has had among the con- 
tinental peoples has been Sir Wil- 
liam Beveridge—not the career 
diplomats of the foreign office. [tf 
Count Sforza is. too liberal for Brit- 
ain, then I shudder to think of 
what Britain will see throughout 


1. The responsibility for local 
government is confused and di- 
vided. The present system makes 
it easy for elected officials to pass 
the buck and, as a result, the 
voters are confused and often 
powerless. 


2. Even the most minute 
changes in local laws or govern- 
ment must be made by the legisla- 
ture. When legislators have to 
deal with the local needs of 159 
counties and 585 incorporated 


ondary consideration. At election 
time, local issues completely over- 
shadow the larger state questions. 
We do not want our state capitol 
to become little more than a glori- 
fied county courthouse and yet 
under the present system, local 
politics is an important factor in 
state affairs. This emphasis on 
local matters, unfortunately, has 
lessened the prestige of the gen- 
eral assembly as the law-making 
body of the state. 


3. Political feuds between legis- 
lative delegations and their local 
officials have worked for insta- 
bility in local government. Spite 
legislation against local opponents 
has even been enected. 


4. Any one member of a local 
delegation has complete veto pow- 
er over changes which his city or 
county may *want or need. In 
order to save time, the legislature 
has developed a system of “legis- 
lative courtesy.” This means that 
local bills which have the back- 
ing of the whole delegation pass: 
automatically, but, if only one 


member of the delegation opposes) Y 


it, his opposition kills the measure. 


5. Many local “bills now on the 
statute books are of doubtful legal- 
ity and many others of like nature 
have already been declared in- 
valid by the courts, because of cer- 
tain provisions in the Bill of 
Rights of the constitution. This 
makes it practically impossible to 
enact legislation applying only to 
the one particular city or county 
that needs the change. The device 
used to make these measures ap- 
ply to one locality without naming 
a specific city or county (which 
would be illegal) is to apply it to 
cities and counties of certain pop- 
ulation. This has reached the 
point of absurdity and the courts 
have held that Buch laws are un- 
constitutional, Yet, because no 
system of home rule has been de- 
veloped, cities and counties are 
operating under such laws. 


‘6. The present system places a 
powerful weapon in the hands of 
any governor who chooses to use 
it. Since the only way to make 
needed local changes is by legis- 
lative action, every legislator 
knows that it is important to get 
his local bills passed and signed 
by the governor. Sometimes a 
legislator has to choose between 
getting important local bills pass- 
ed, or voting his conviction on a 
state-wide matter in which the 
governor is interested. This club 
can be used to bring legislators 
into line, 

The general assembly has al- 
ways had the power to solve this 
problem of local legislation, but 
has made no real — along 
this line. Therefore, a demand has 
gone up from all over the state 
that something be done and that 
the new constitution contain a 
home-rule provision. 

Georgia is not the only state 
that has been faced with these 
problems. In 1875 the Missouri 
Constitutional Convention found 
that “the evil of local and special 
legislation have become enormous”

SEC Rejection

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 7.— 
(?)—The Southeastern Conference 
will either reject or postpone ac- 
tion on its executive committee’s 
proposals. for new methods of 
handling athletic scholarships a 
usually well-informed source fore- 
cast tonight on the eve of the-or- 
ganization’s annual meeting. 

This source, who would not per-‘ 
mit use of his name, said the con- 
ference would not approve the 
signing of high school athletes to 
“agreements for grants in aid,” 
as had been proposed by the ex- 
ecutive committee, and would also 
decline to limit such “grants in 
aid” to 75 for each school. 

The executive committee made 
these recommendations at a call- 
ed meeting here last June. 

A third executive committee 
recommendation, for the abolition 
of intercollegiate competition be- 
tween freshman teams, may be 
postponed also, this source said. 

Under special wartime regula- 
tions, freshmen have been eligible 
for varsity teams, beginning with 
the 1942 season. 

Still another matter slated for 
action tomorrow was the question 
of participation in post-season all- 
star contests, such as the Blue 
and Gray game at Montgomery 
and the East-West game at San 
Francisco.

Minor Leagues 
Boost Player 
Drait Prices 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Dec. 7.—(?) 
The minor leagues took steps to 
forestall] possible postwar major 
league territorial raids today by 
adopting an amendment to their 
national code that would give the 
“invaded” club owners an option 
to operate their franchise in the 
big show themselves. 

Introduced by the Pacific Coast 
League, which has heard repeated 
rumors that the majors were eye- 
ing Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, the amendment will replace 
existing rules that offered only 
weak protection. 

A Southern Association proposal 
to allow payment of bonuses to 
returning service men was defeat- 
ed by vote of 21-3 with only the 
Georgia-Florida and Pioneer loops 
joining the original sponsor in sup- 
port. It was the only amendment 
defeated, although five were with- 
drawn. 

Draft prices were upped 33% 
per cent, boosting the present 
$7,500 ticket for Double A clubs 
to $10,000 with proportionate in- 
creases all down the line. 

All the amendments will not be- 
come effective until the majors 
concur, which may not be forth- 
coming in all cases. 

Player limits were boosted all 
along the line, with the double 
loops permitting 40 men instead 
of 37 and allowing an additional 
eight returning servicemen. Other 
new limits adopted were: A-1 and 
A loops, 40 each; class B, 30; class 
C, D and E, 25, with proportion- 
ate allowance to take care of ex- 
pected postwar problems when the 
more than 3,000 service players 
will return. 

Reporting as chairman of the 

twar planning committee, Pres- 
dent George M. Troutman, of the 
American Association, recommend: 
ed elimination of paying bonuses 
to free agents and proposed vet- 
erans receive 10 per cent of their 
cash sale price’ when assigned to 
a higher classification. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Dec. 7.—(UP) 
Expansion of the major leagues to 
the west coast or other lucrative 
virgin territory was made virtually 
prohibitive today when the Natien- 
al Association of Professional 
Baseball Leagues voted an amend- 
ment demanding “adequate com- 

sation” for all clubs of the 
league involved. 

Sponsored by the Pacific Coast 
League, the adopted amendment 
ruled that a major league club 
going into a minor league city 
must not ony compensate the 
minor league tavolved but also 
must remunerate all other mem- 
bers of the affected circuit. 

It thus would be a costly ex- 
periment for either major league 
to move into a og oneag west 
coast city as all coast teams would 
have to be paid.

Who Reduce Hips 
Keep Their Zips 


By IDA JEAN KAIN, 
An office girl writes to kick 


about the general use of the term 
All the 
girls in her office have very 
streamlined hips, she reports. And 
in her opinion, many salesgirls, 
homemakers and even school girls 
have worse figures than mest of- 
fice girls would put up with! 

She has something there. And 
I’ll wager she is a cracker-jack 
stenographer, too, because the 
girls who lose their figures loss 
something of their zip. She has 
plenty of zip! 

Of course she is right. Proof 
is the thousands of office. girls 
who have super figures ... as 
streamlined as the movie secre- 
taries who just play at taking a 
letter. Stenographic work isn’t 
any harder on a girl’s figure than 
any other kind of work. Whether 
it’s called the “Federal Spread,” 
the “Desk Chair Spread” or the 
“Middle-Age Spread,” is isn’t the 
sitting that’s back of it, It’s lack 
of exercise. Any office girl, or 
any other girl, can keep her hips 
slim and waistline trim with a 
little regular exercise. It can be 
walking three miles a day, skating 
or swimming a couple of times a 
week, rhythmic dancing, or. just 
calisthenics. 

The office gir]’s exercise pro- 
gram should balance her work, It 
should be directed toward straight- 
ening out the shoulders, toning the 
middle muscles and the big mus- 
cles that cover the back sides of 
the hips.

ovement: Raise the other hand 

straight up, then, bending at the 

ch the hand that’s 

s quite a stretch. 

Two bends on each side are suf- 
ficient for a starter. 

Now, ‘the hips! 

Position: Standing with hand 
on chair, for balance. 

Movement: Swing! Swing the 
outer leg up in front, then bend- 
ing at the waist to increase the 
angle, swing away. up in back, 
reaching a right angle. Swing 12 
counts, then swing with the other 
leg. Now shake alternate legs 
loosely from the hips. 

If all sedéntary workers would 
take that trio of exercises, the 
term “Stenographer’s Spread” 
would fade out.
